► Chile’s football feder¬ 
ation said it would offer a 
job with its youth teams 
to Franklin Lobos, a 
former national team 
player who drove a taxi to 
make ends meet before he 
was caught in the Aug. 5 
mine collapse. 

► Soccer teams in Man¬ 
chester and Buenos Aires 
want the miners in their 
stadiums. 

► Bolivia’s president 
wants them at his palace. 

► TV host Don Francis¬ 
co wants them all on his 


popular Sabado Gigante 
show in Miami. 

► Hearing that miner 
Edison Pena jogged regu¬ 
larly in the tunnels below 
the collapsed rock, the 
New York City marathon 
invited him to participate 
in next month’s race. 

Doctors said three of 
the men could be 
discharged from hospital 
as early as Thursday 
evening, with others 
following Friday and over 
the weekend. Then they’ll 
have to “find their equilib¬ 
rium and take care of 
themselves,” said hospital 
chaplain Rev. Luis Lopez.

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U.S. high court 
won’t review 
death row case

but changed his mind O Been fighting to stay alive ever 
since O Clemency petition to be filed in Montana 


The fate of the only Canadi¬ 
an on death row in the 
United States is now in the 
balance after his final legal 
avenue of appeal was 
slammed shut by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

The top court has de¬ 
clined to review the case of 
Ronald Smith of Red Deer, 
Alta., who was convicted in 
1983 for the murder of two 
young Montana men. 

“I’m always optimistic 
but also it was not unex¬ 
pected,” said Smith’s long¬ 
time lawyer Greg Jackson in 
a phone interview with The 
Canadian Press. 

“I’m concerned for Ron. 
Obviously I’ve got to know 
him well over the past 25 
years and in a sense it’s like 
we’ve grown up together. I 
care for him deeply and the 
thought of him being exe¬ 
cuted — it’s sobering.” 

The case will now be 
sent to courts in Montana 
at which time a new execu¬ 
tion date will be set. 

Smith was convicted of 
fatally shooting two 
cousins, Harvey Madman Jr. 
and Thomas Running Rab¬ 
bit, while he was high on 
drugs and alcohol. 

He refused a plea deal 
that would have seen him 
avoid death row but spend 
his life in prison. Three 


weeks later, he pleaded 
guilty. He asked for and was 
given a death sentence. 

But he later had a 
change of heart and has 
been on a legal roller-coast¬ 
er for the last 25 years. He 
has already been sentenced 
to death four times and had 
the order overturned on 
three occasions. 

Once the execution date 
is set, a petition for clemen¬ 
cy will be filed with the 
Montana Board of Pardons 
and Parole. A public notice 
will be issued and a hearing 
will be held to give both 
sides a chance to make 
their arguments. 

The board will then issue 
a recommendation to ei¬ 
ther grant clemency or re¬ 
ject it. 

“The decision in death 
sentence cases is not final. 
It is referred to the gover¬ 
nor regardless of whether 
the board proposes clemen¬ 
cy or their opinion is to de¬ 
ny clemency. So ultimately 
it does go to the governor,” 
Jackson said. 

“You know it’s been a 
long road, a lot of appeals 
to the state, a lot of appeals 
to the federal courts. We 
can now look and say that 
the state court appeals have 
been exhausted, federal 
court appeals have been ex- 


Canada's role 

Canadian courts forced 
Stephen Harper’s Conser¬ 
vative government to seek 
clemency for Ronald Smith 
last year after Ottawa 
initially balked at 
stepping in.

Harper is dismissing Cana¬ 
da’s failure to land a seat 
on the United Nations Se¬ 
curity Council as the out¬ 
come of “secret votes.” 

Harper says Canada will 
stick to promoting values 
such as freedom, justice 
and human rights. 

“Our engagement inter¬ 
nationally is based on the 
principles that this coun- 
tiy holds dear; it is not 
based on popularity,” 
Harper said. 

He was speaking in east¬ 
ern Quebec two days after 
Canada withdrew its bid to 
rejoin the powerful UN Se¬ 
curity Council. 

Tuesday’s setback came 
after it became clear Portu¬ 



gal was on its way to de¬ 
feating Canada to claim 
the second of two available 
spots in the UN’s most ex¬ 
clusive and coveted club. 

Harper’s communica¬ 
tions director, Dimitri 
Soudas, and Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Minister Lawrence 


Cannon have said Canada 
lost out because Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
questioned whether the 
countiy had earned a spot 
on the council.

Harper did not elabo¬ 
rate on what he meant by 
“secret votes,” although 
Cannon and Soudas did 
say some of the support 
that had been anticipated 
had failed to materialize in 
the voting.

Imagine the scene. Unemploy¬ 
ed for months, you must now 
hand over your house keys to 
the bank. 


N ot one, but three differ¬ 
ent bank 

representatives knock 
on your door. Each of 
them has in hand a 
deed for your house. Af¬ 
ter verification, the three documents 
are ... fake! And no one knows who 
owns your house. 

We thought we’d seen it all from 
Wall Street bankers. But foreclosure- 
gate might just set a new record for 
financial fraud — and plunge us all 
into a brand new crisis. 

From 2004 to 2007, the big U.S. 
banks granted millions of dollars of 
mortgages. Even a cleaning lady earn¬ 
ing $10 an hour could get a $500,000 
shanty on credit. The banks were rak¬ 
ing it in by regrouping mortgages 
and reselling them as financial prod¬ 
ucts to investors, like pension plans. 


HISTORY'S NO. 1 FRAUD? 


Now, when you’re trading thousands 
of mortgages a day, it becomes costly 
and time-consuming to visit the no¬ 
tary for each one. The banks 
therefore created their own comput¬ 
er system (called MERS) to register 
the sales and purchases. 

Today, millions of Americans are 
losing their jobs and must hand over 
their house keys to banks. There’s 
just one problem: The « 

MERS registrations 
contain few details 
and are worthless in 
the eyes of several 
judges who authorize 
foreclosures. To 
reclaim the houses, 
banks must present notarized deeds. 
Unable to find the original 
documents — destroyed or lost — 
several banks seem to have decided 
to fabricate false documents. And 
had them authorized by lawyers 
without scruples (one of whom 
admitted to authorizing 10,000 in a 
single month). The result: A total 
mess. Several banks find themselves 
trying to repossess the same house, 
and homeowners are being evicted 
when they shouldn’t be. 

It gets worse. According to a grow¬ 
ing number of analysts, if the banks 
created the MERS system, it wasn’t to 


save a few cents. It was to resell on 
the sly — to investors like your pen¬ 
sion plan — tons of fraudulent mort¬ 
gages. Without sufficient 
documentation, the buyers of these 
products could not accurately verify 
their quality. We’re talking about a 
major, countrywide fraud. 

If the facts — which are still piling 
up daily — confirm this theory, the 
big banks will face a moun¬ 
tain of lawsuits. They will 
also lose their rights to 
thousands of homes. Ameri¬ 
can financial expert Janet 
Tavalcoli talks about a possi¬ 
ble $700-billion bill. In oth¬ 
er words: Bankruptcy for 
several big banks. 

American taxpayers will never 
agree to bail out bankers yet again. 
Especially not in this context. 

Such incompetence, if coupled 
with criminal intent, deserves only 
one thing: That those banks be 
allowed to fail — in orderly fashion 
— for once and for all. Which is what 
should have happened two years ago.

Amazon.com wins 
fight for online patent 


O Federal court rules site can patent ‘one-click payment’ 


Internet retailer Ama¬ 
zon.com has won a fight to 
patent its online payment 
system in Canada that al¬ 
lows shoppers to make 
purchases with one click of 
their computer mouse. 

The Federal Court deci¬ 
sion closes a chapter in 
Amazon’s fight to protect 
what it calls its “one-cliclc” 
technology from possible 
illegal use in Canada. 

“The Patent Act is not 
static; it must be applied in 
ways that recognize 
changes in technology 
such as the move from the 
Industrial Age to the elec¬ 


tronic one of today,” Justice 
Michael Phelan wrote in a 
decision released yester¬ 
day. 

The court overturned a 
decision by Canada’s 
patent office, which didn’t 
allow Amazon’s “one- 
cliclc” payment method to 
be patented. 

While the decision does¬ 
n’t affect shoppers, it 
means the Commissioner 
of Patents will have to take 
a second look at Amazon’s 
patent application. 

If approved, the patent 
will protect its “one-cliclc” 
concept so that it can’t be 


used by competitors unless 
they license it from Ama¬ 
zon. Amazon could not be 
immediately reached for 
comment. 

Patent expert Alexander 
Poltoralc said Amazon 
wants to protect its market 
share. 

“The way you protect 
your market share is by 
patenting whatever aspect 
of technology that you de¬ 
velop and preventing com¬ 
petitors from emulating 
this,” said Poltoralc, chair¬ 
man and CEO of U.S.-based 
General Patent Corp.

Austria should stop 
detaining children and 
halt the deportations of 
well-integrated foreign 
families that are denied 
asylum. Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional and three other 
groups urged Thursday. 

The country also should 
better protect the rights 
of non-Austrian minors 
and become more lenient 
about allowing young asy¬ 
lum seekers and their par¬ 
ents to stay on 
humanitarian grounds, 
the organizations wrote in 
a letter to lawmakers. 

The appeal comes just 
days after two eight-year- 
old twins were taken into 
custody with their father 
in an early morning raid 


and deported back to 
their native Kosovo. Their 
mother, who is in psychi¬ 
atric care, stayed behind. 
The four had lived in Aus¬ 
tria since 2004 but were 
expelled after being 
denied asylum and refus¬ 
ing to leave on their own. 

The family’s plight has 
sparked widespread 
debate and protest, with 
critics calling the deporta¬ 


tions heartless and inhu¬ 
mane. Interior Minister 
Maria Fekter defended it, 
saying she was following 
the rule of law and the 
children were with their 
father. She has since soft¬ 
ened her stance slightly, 
acknowledging 
Wednesday that pictures 
of the detention “greatly 
moved her.”

auditioned for the role, he 
tricked the film’s director 
into thinking he shared an 
eastern Kentucky 
background with Aaron by 
speaking with a twang — 
which he picked by watch¬ 
ing Coal Miner’s Daughter. 

“The most I had to of¬ 
fer was anonymity,” he 
later said. “The potency of 
the revelation about who 
my character really was 
in that film was in part re¬ 
liant on the fact that peo¬ 
ple had absolutely no 
prior knowledge of me.”

In this weekend’s Stone 
he stars as an arsonist who 
will do anything, 
including using his wife as 
bait, to earn parole. 
Despite having played con¬ 
victs in the past, Norton 
was keen to bring an extra 
layer of realism to this 
role so he met with actual 
prisoners to learn how 
they spoke. 

“Their language is fan¬ 
tastic. At one point, one of 
these guys was telling me 
about a fight and how he 
had to just let it happen 
and not fight. (He said,) 
‘When you’re short time, 
you have to be a vegetari¬ 
an.’ I said, ‘What?’ He said, 
‘Vegetarian, you can’t 
have beef with nobody.’”

Rucker hasn’t forgotten 
what made him one of mu¬ 
sic's most bankable voices, 
though. 

Hootie & the Blowfish 
celebrates its 25th anniver¬ 
sary this year. 

Rucker said the band 
never really broke up — 
though they haven’t 
recorded together since re¬ 
leasing Looking For Lucky 
in 2005. 

They play together occa¬ 
sionally, including tour 
dates this year, and band- 
mates see each other of¬ 
ten. Rucker says the 
chemistry that helped 
them sell more than 25 
million records remains 
strong. 

“We could get together 
right now and have an al¬ 
bum for you in three 
months," Rucker said. 
“We’re all writing all the 


time. 1 was sitting down 
writing songs (recently) 
and I wrote a country song 
and then a song came out 
that sounded like Hootie, 
so I saved it for that." 

Rucker’s solo country 
turn has turned in to quite 
a run. His first country al¬ 
bum, 2008’s Learn To Live 
spawned three No. 1 
songs, sold about 1.5 mil¬ 
lion copies and earned 
him a Country Music Asso¬ 
ciation Award for best new 
artist. 

Rucker’s second act as a 
country music star is no 
surprise to Hootie guitarist 
Mark Bryan. He’s been lis¬ 
tening to his friend belt 
out country tunes since 
they met in 1985 when 
Bryan heard Rucker 
singing in the shower of 
their University of South 
Carolina dorm hall. 

“The very first show 
Darius and I did together 
at Pappy’s with an acoustic 
guitar, we did Family Tra¬ 
dition by Hank Williams 
Jr., which he’s still doing in 
his solo country set," 


Bryan said. 

After a few months, 
Rucker and Bryan decided 
to go for it and enlisted 
bassist Dean Felber and a 
drummer. Felber, who had 
played in a band with 
Bryan during high school, 
didn’t really want to join 
but he said he’d fill in till 
they could find a perma¬ 
nent bassist. 

“And it’s amazing 25 
years after asking Dean to 
play with us, we’re still 
looking for a bass player 
and we’re still in a band. 
That’s pretty awesome," 
Rucker said. 

Friends will celebrate 
Hootie & The Blowfish’s 
25th anniversary with a 
concert and art installa¬ 
tion unveiling in Columbia 
on Thursday. It will be a 
cherished memory for 
Rucker, who admits many 
of his memories from the 
Hootie years are a “blur."

His similarly titled book 
debuted on The New York 
Times list of bestsellers. 
Then, the CBS sitcom star¬ 
ring William Shatner as 
Halpern’s father pre¬ 
miered to 12.5 million 
viewers, more than twice
